A French Complaint at the Large 
Specie Shipments. 

PARIS, Jan. 17.—[By the Associated

COSTLY MANAGERS, 


THE MUNIPFICENT SALARIES PAID 
WORLD'S FAIR DIRECTORS. 


A Congressional Committee Recom- 
mends Wholesale Retrench- ~ 
ment—- The Government’s 
Display. 


By Télegraph to The Times. 

E WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Representative Can- 
dler of Massachusetts, chairman of the 
Select Committee on the World’s Fair, 
today presented to the House the re- 
port of the sub-committee that went to 
Chicago to examine into the condition 
of matters there in relation to the 
World’s Fair. The report says that in 
the expenditure of public money the 
powers assumed by the World’s Colum- 
bian Commision have produced con- 
fusion as well as caused an 
unnecessary expenditure of public 
money which was intended by Congress 
to pay the expenses of the Government 
exhibit, and not to pay excessive sala- 
ries to officers of the commission. 
Provision, the report says, has been 
made to pay the president, secretary 
and director-general annual salaries of 
$12,000, $10,000 and $15,000, respec- 
tively, and also 88000 to the vice-chair- 
man of the Executive Committee. 
These salaries, in the opinion of the 
committee, are excessive and should 
not be continued. 

Excessive expense has been incurred 
by the appointment of such a large 
number as 115 women on the board of 
lady managers, and the calling to- 
gether of the board when the duties 
which will devolve upon it were not 
ready for its attention. The report 
says; 

Your committee are of the decided opin- 
ion that the fair cannot well de conducied 
to a successful termination under the dual 
management which is now in opera- 
tion in consequence of the consiruc- 
tion placed upon the law by 
World's Columbian Exposition. ... 
The commission has exceeded its 
powers by the appointment of officers and 
committees to conduct the management of 
the fair in its executive details, which, in 
our interpretation of the law, belongs solely 
to the World’s Columbiaa Exposition and 
its officers, The commission was given 
veto powers and not that of taking 
— of the execution of plans for 

e fair. 

From the fact that the commission is 
honorary, and without salary the conclusion 
is reasonable that their duties were not 
intended to be exacting or continuous, so 
that they would seriously interfere with 
their private business. The duties of the 
commission may be classed as affirmative 
and negative, national and international, 
preliminary and continuous,

In order to carry out the suggestions 
of the report, to place the whole enter- 
prise on a more solid footing aud carry 
out the evident intention of Congress, 
the committee submits a joint resolu- 
tion, directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury not to approve the payment 
of any expense attendant upon the 
meeting of the national commission or 
board of lady managers, except such 
meetings as may be calied at the time 
of dedication and openingof the fair, 
nor approve any payment attendant 
upon the meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committees of the commis- 
sion or lady. managers, except 
such meetings as ma be 
held not oftener than once ‘in six 
months, and providing for the reduc- 
tion of the salary of the president of 
the National Commission to not ex- 
ceed $5000; thatof the vice-chairman 
of the Executive Committee $4000, and 
of the secretary $3000; the salary of 
the president of the board of lady 
managers not to exceed $5000, and 
that of the secretary $3000; also, that 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall not

D.,) Jan. 17.—-[By 
the Associated Press.] The council 
between the friendly and hostile Iu- 
dians has tended to quiet the anxiety 
of many white people and assure the 
Indians that their fear of being massa- 
cred by the soldiers is without founda- 
tion. Everybody today seems to feel 
that the trouble has been brought to @ 
close. Up to noon seventy-one guns 
were turned in by the hostiles. More 
weapons ure expected tomorrow. 
Today an order was issued directing 
the Seventh Cayalry, Col. Meriam, 
which has been serving on Cherry 


creek and the lower Cheyenne 
river, near the Standing Rock 
Agency, to return to its post, 
Fort Logan, Denver. Rodney’s 


battery has been ordered back to Fort 
Riley. Col. Summers’s command, com- 
prising the Eighth Cavalry and the 
Third Infantrv, has been ordered to re- 
turn to Fort Meade. It has also been 
decided that the Sixth Cavalry, com- 
prising nine troops of about five hun- 
dred men, will hereafter be located in 
the Department of the Platte, with 
headquarters at Fort Niobrara. The 


cavalry force at Fort Robinson will also 


be increased, and it is expected that 
the new order of affaics will tend to 
the rehabilitation of Fort McKinney, 
at which there are now only 
two troops of the Ninth Cavalry. un- 
der Col. Henry. This strengthening 
of the force of cavalry along the reser- 
vation is intended as a safeguard, and 
to revive the confidence of the people, 
who have long beenin danger of In- 
dian outbreaks. The question is now 
being discussed of allowing the mem- 
bers of the First Infantry under Col. 
Shafter, who feél so disposed, to re- 
main in this department. 

At noon Gen. Miles sent a message 
to the hostile camp asking for a con- 
ference with the prineipal chiefs. 
There was an immediate response. 
The council lasted half an hour. The 
chiefs were Brules, and when the sub- 
ject of returning to Rosebud was 
broached, they said that they were in 
favor of returning if a military man 
should be placed over them as agent, 
and they hoped that Capt. Lee of the 
Ninth Infantry would be appointed as 
Capt. Pierce was here. 

After a little more parleying, Big 
Road stood up and solemly and dram- 
atically proclaimed himseif as in favor 
of peace. At the same time he asked 
those who wished to join him in restor- 
ing peace and workiog for the prosper- 
ity of their people toraise their right 
hand toward heaven. Immediatoly 
every right hand in the gathering was 
raised, and with general shaking of 
hands the conference came to a close. 

There are no lights in the hostile 
camp tonight. Everything is quiet, 
and the Indians seem to be in favor of 


redeeming the pledges they gave to 
Gen. Miles.

WELCOMED TO SAMOA. 


CHISF JUSTICE CEDERKRANTZ 
ARRIVES aT APIA. 


He Is Given a Reception by King Ma- 
lletoa—An Iroquois Marine Bru- 
tally Murdered bya Boon. 
Companion. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

APIA (Samoa.,) Jan. 17. —{ Per steamer 
Zealandia to Associated Press.] The 
long expected Chief Justice of Samoa, 
Mr. Cederkrantz, has arrived. The 
steamship Alameda anchored off the 
islands on the night of December 30, 
and Seumann, in the boat presented 
him by the United States Government, 
put off, accompanied by seven other 
boats, to meet him. Chief Justice 
Cederkraniz, however, landed tbrough 
a misunderstanding at another wharf 
than the one at which he was expected, 
und passed the night at the house of 
Mr. Metzler, a countryman of his. On 
the following day Seumann’s boat, witb 
a crew of twelve, went to Matafele and 
brougbt the Chief Justice to Apia. 
He was met by the three consuls and a 
guard of honor of Samoans under com- 
mand of Asi (the chief who was de- 
ported with Malietoa.) 

The Chief Justice, witb bis secretary, 
bieut. Lefsparre, proceeded to the 
King’s house, accom panied by the con- 
suls. Nearly tre whole white popula- 
tion of Apia turned out and greeted 
the Chief Justice with hearty cheers. 
King Malietoa met the party and con- 
ducted them inside his house, where 
he welcomed Justice Cederkrantz, and 
expressed the pleasure of the Samoaus 
at bis arrival. Tue Chief Justice, in 
replying, said that he was gratified at 
his reception, and that his desire was 
for peace und good order in all Samoa. 

After the reception by the King, 
Justice Cederkrantz was 
witn an address by the reception com- 
mittee of citizens, expressing the be- 
with his arrival and tue es- 
tablishment of a Supreme Court for 
Sumoa, an era of security aud stable 
government will begin for tbe islands. 
At the end of the ceremonies the Chief 
Justice was conducted to his residence 
at Matafele, 

Ou *New Year’s day he visited the 
German gunboat Leipsic, and was sa- 
luted with nine guns. The consuls 
have arranged that each district in the 
islands shall send its representatives 
to pay their respects tothe Chief Jus- 
tice separately, believing it injudi- 
cious to allow a large number of natives 
who have been lately opposed to each 
other to congregate at one time. Tue 
English residents are dissatisfied that 
no Eugiish man-of-war is present at 
the isiands. America and Germany 
are both represeuted. The [Iroquois 
returned to Apia January 2, after 
waiting outside abouta week, expect- 
ing to meet the Alemeda aud convey 
the Chief Justice to port. The Ala- 
meda, liowever, came here direct. 

At Pago Pago, two days ago, two 
men from the Iroquois swam ashore at 
night and -started playing cards. In 
the morning one of them, named Bar- 
ron, returned to the vessel, saying that 
he left his companion on shore. The 
latter’s name was Powell, and he was 
coxswain of the captain’s gig. He was 
well known here, having been one of 
the crew of Admiral Kimberly’s barge. 
Two days later his body was observed 
floating by the ship and was picked up. 
The arms were cut off from the shoul- 
ders, the legs cut off at the hips, and 
the head also cut off, but from marks 
ou the body, the remains were identi- 
tied as these of ‘Powell. The surgeon 
stated that the murderer had been 
skillful in the use of the knife. Sus- 
picion fell on Barron, and he was placed 
in custody. Atull investigation will 
be made shortly.

Why He Cannot Afford to Take the 
Glittering Prize Himself—A Re- 
markable Political Situation 
With Big Possibilities.

man who will succeed William M. 
Evarts in the United States Senate 
would have been known long ago, but 
for the fact that, as the membership is 
now constituted, a vote on joint ballot 
in the New York Legislature would be 
exceedingly close. A majority of two 
makes the margin perilously small, and 
gives to any one man the opportunity 
of making a great deal of trouble for 
his party. Seven seats are to be con- 
tested, but it is conceded that not 
more than fotir of these are likely to 
change occupants. And as the 
incumbents are Republicans, it is quite 
possible that when a joint ballot is 


taken, the margin will be increased 


from two to ten. Four seats gained by 


one side means of course, the loss of 


four seats to the other, each seat thus 
gained being equivalent to two votes.

It may be urged that so far as results 
are concerned, a majority of two is as 
good as a majority of twenty-two, and 
that no margin, so long as it is large 
enough to insure a choice, need neces- 
sarily stand in the way of making an 
announcement of the name of the man 
chosen. 

he truth of the matter is that the 
situation is a most remarkable one. It 
is two months since it was known that 
the Republicans had lost the Legisla- 
ture, and up to date not a statesman 
has formally announced himself a 
candidate. nder apy other circum- 
stances, a vigorous canvass by at leust 
half a dozen aspirants would by this 
time be not less than six weeks old, 
and there would be little difficulty in 
redicting upon whos: shoulders the 
anner of victory would ultimately 
perch. Old politicians say they 
never seen anything like it. They un- 
derstand the situation. perfectly well, 
and it bas no mysteries for them, but 
all the same, it 1s virtually without a 
parallel. Why have tbe great political 
athletes of the Empire State refrained 
from shying their castors into the ring? 
Simply because the matier is not to be 
settied in that way. There is no secret 
about the fact that the Governor will 
name the Senator. It is true that 
Smith Weed’s son will, perhaps, a 
week or two hence, establish his bhead- 
quarters at the Delaven Hotel, but 
this will have little or no significance, 
and it will have little or no influence 
on the result. Admirably disciplined 
as the party isin the State, however, 
possible contingencies must be pro- 
vided for, and nothing must be left to 
chance. Itis hard to tell what may 
bappen to make it desirable that the 


Margin should be enlarged to its ut- 


most limit, and that is why the Speaker 
had scarcely been in his chair long 
enough to warm it when he announced 
his Committee on Contested Seats.

He has few or no 
antagonisms to contend with, and is 
regarded as a mau of much more than 
ordinary ability. Cuarles A. Dana has

invariably placed the influence of his 


newspaper at the disposal of the Gov- 
_ ernor, and to this he is really indebted 
lor the 


discussion of his name. 


unve the most explicit 


discussion has not so far been attended 
by results which point to his election.

Speaker of the Assembly and Comp- 
trolier of the State, and is now serving 
his second term as Mayor. He would 
probably have retained the office of 
State Comptroller, had it not been for 
the possible odium of a third term, 
and the Mayorality at least served the 
purpose of keeping his name before the 
public. He is tall, slender and studi- 
ous. Not many men have such power 
over an audience, and the more culti- 
vated the audience the greater effect 
upon it of what he has to say. It is 
not, however, regarded as likely that 
any contingencies will arise which 
will culminate in his election. His 
name is frequently mentioned in con- 
nection with the gubernatorial nomi- 
nation, and this probably, rather than 
anythiag else, is the reason why itis 
occasionally referred to wheu the suc- 
cessor of Mr. Evarts is spoken of. 

The great shadow which hangs over 
the Senatorship is heavy with Presiden- 
tial significance. Newspapers which are 
looked upon as being indebted to the 
Governor for their inspiration say that 
Hill does not want to go to Washing- 
ton, aud they call upon the purty to 
make no efforts to coerce him into go- 
ing othe national capital. There isa 
growing conviction that, when the Sen- 
atorsbip is disposed of, it shall be with 
the understanding that Hill shall have 
a other term as Governor. The Gov- 
ernor of the State is the natural leader 
of the party in the State. No matter 
how commanding «a man he may be, 
when be leaves the Governorship be 
leaves an invnolnerable stronghold. It 
is a fortress from which his guns com- 
mand all the approaches to political 
distinction. To relinquish it is to aban- 
don the key tothe situation. Just what 
it means in connection with Presiden- 
tial possibilities itis scarcely necessary 
to point out. No accurate calculations 
can be made unless New York figures 
in them as a sort of foundation stone, 
and the man who can speak with au- 
toority for New York rises almost to 
the height of dictatorship. This will 
be more especially the case next year, 
because it happens that the Demo- 
cratic national standard-bearer is 
almost certain to be taken from the 
Empire State. It is quite easy to ap- 
preciate Gov. Hill's situation. [lis 
word is law in State councils now. To 
dispute it is toinvite political suicide. 
His trustiest lieutenant has been 
elected Speaker, and the party 
as an organization yields bim 
obedience. He 
has carried the State three times 
and each time with an increased ma- 
sorter: and when, after a politi al 

oray, he returns to his garrison at 
Albany, he seems to be more strongly

A good idea of the 
Magenta, Marceau, Neptune class may | 
be obtained from the following list of | 
their features: 

Their length is 330 feet, beam 657, 
feet draught 28 feet, displacement 10,580 
tons.

| though the failure of our Government 
to act bas, of course, kept the number 
und extent of American exhibitors 
‘comparatively limited. On January 
27. 1891, unless some now unlooked- 
for delay occurs, Prince George of 
Wales will declare the great Jamaica 
fair open, and will place it in the 
hands of the Governor of the island, 
Sir Henry Arthur Biake, K. C. M. G., 
who is its president. It will remain in 
in existence for at least three months, 
and these in Jamaica are the three 
pleasantest and most healthful months 
Of the vear. 

The exhibition grounds are beauti- 
fully situated about two miles from 
Kingston Harbor aud 200 feet above 
the level of the sea. A mountainous 
background adds much to their effect. 
The main building is 511 feet long. 
lts other dimensisns are: 
transept, 174 feet; height of nave, 59 
feet; breadth across nave and aisle, 81 
fleet. The principal annex is about as 
long as the main building. A large, 
handsome concert ball and various pa- 
vilions have also been erected. Rua- 
ning around the main building is au 
open gallery, from which cool vantage 
ground, both the indoor exhibits and 
the electrical iliamipations on the 
grounds can beseen. These illumina- 
tions will be in various colors and 
there will be special displays of fire- 
works twice a week. 

Band stands and minor concert halls 
front on the various ornamental walks. 
Asin all greatexhibitions there will be 
carousals, electric railways and other 
entertaining devices. One of the balis 
is termed Amusement Hall and dur- 
ing the time of the fair will be occu- 
pied by an English variety company. 
Jamaica’s wealth of tropical products 
has been utilized to beautit the 
grounds. Trees, flowers an rich 
vegetation of al kinds have been 80 
artistically arranged and in such pro- 
fusion that the out-door exhibit will, 
to most northern visitors, be the most 
wonderful, the most entrancing of all. 

Then, too, the naval display in the 
harbor, although not strictly a part of 
the exhibition, is going to be very at- 
tractive. The British squadron to 
which Prince George of Wales is at- 
tached willof course be there. Ad- 
miral Gherardi sailed out of New York 
bay with his squadron bound tor 
Jamaica on the 4th inst. Brazil will 
have ber whole navy there, aud go will 
other South American countries. 
There will, too, be squadrous from 
France, Hoiland and Italy, and, per- 
unps, from other countries; With all 
these war ships in the picturesque 
harbor, with its mountainous, semi- 
tropical surroundings, the water scene 
will not only be one long to be remem-

NOTES. 

Cherry Jelly.—Take sour cherries; 
stem and seed, put in a kettle and 
heat, strain, measure, return to the 
fire, boil twenty minutes, add a pint 
and a halt of sugar to every pint of 
juice, cook slowly until 1t jellies. 

Apple Jelly.— Wash and quarter nice, 
tart, ripe apples; put them iu anew 
tin saucepan, cover with cold water and 
let cook until tender; pour in a flannel 
bag and let drip gradualiy; do not 
squeeze. Measure and put in a porce- 
lain kettle, let. boil; skim, and adda 
pint of sugar to every pint of juice. A” 
few slices of lemon may be dropped 
in to flavor, or extract ma 
used. Let boil until it jellies. 
in glasses and set to cool. 

Ratatouville.—This is a very savory 
dish made from the remains of cold 
meat; two or three different kinds, 
which have been cooked at different 
times, may be used, but none except 
that which is perfectiy sweet should 
enter into its composition. It is a pop- 
ular method among the French for 
utilizing meats which might otherwise 
go to waste. Cut both the cooked and 
uncooked meat into pieces about an 
inch square, placiug them on separate 
dishes. It the meat to be used is very 
lean, add to it alittle fresh fat meat; 
the thin ends of the ribs of beef an- 
swer very well for this purpose. Slice 
two or three medium-sized onions into 
a saucepan which contains some good 
beef drippings, and, when they are 
lightly browned, put in the uncooked 
meatand brown it; when brown enough 
dredge a littie flour over the whole 
and stir tillitis without lumps, then 
pour in gradually as much water as 
will cover the whole. To this add a

mixture, of vegetables to suit the fancy. 


Such as turnips, carrots, and celery 
finaly shredded; freshly-peeled pota- 
toes, halved or sliced; haricot beans 
which have already been three-quart- 
ers cooked, green peas, etc., together 
with a bunch of sweet berbs, a bay- 
leaf, and a little pepper and salt. Sim- 
mer ali gently togetber until the vege- 
tubles are tender, when add the dressed 
meat, and let the mixture again sim- 
mer gently till the meat is hot and im- 
preguated with the flavor of the stew, 
but oh no account must it boil again. 
When done arrange the meat and 
vegetables on a hot dish, pour the 
gravy over all aud serve. Some like 
the gravy thickened, which may be 
done with curry-powder and a rtion 
of ground rice, instead of with flour. 
Rice boiled as for a curry should be

Her Social, Commercial and 
Political Position. 


SQUALOR AMIDST SPLENDOR. 


Tue Country Under Imperialism and 


Under the Republic—Relations 
to the United States—A : 
Graphic Story. 


Crry oF Mexico, Jan. 4, 1891.—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence of Tux TiMEs.] 
Among the varied questions arising in 
a mind inclining to reflection, and 
stimulated by observation gleaned 
from a two-months’ tour in the interior 
of Mexico, touching the social and po- 
litical position of a people comprising 
15.000.000 in numerical strength, are: 

(I.) What material benetits have 
been derived from the dowulall of the 
Maximilian dynasty? 

(2) Has the clergy lost prestige by 
the victory of the Liberal party? 

(3.) Are the masses more eniight- 
ened? Istheir condition improved by 
the change of administration? 

Whatever opinion may be enter- 
tained of Maximilian, and the incidents 


im dis brief but eventful reign, a single 


giance at the pages of history sustains 
the statement that, though a Catholic 
and largely indebted to the papal power 
for his position as emperor, in gno 
recorded instance did he permit the 
predominance of church over state; 
never once were the interests of the 
empire, ashe knew them, sacrificed 
to his own personal gain. 

Up to the light which was given him, 
transmitted through a long line of 
royal sovereigns, Maximilian ruled; as 
a hero he died. 

But if Romanism and Imperialism 
received their death-knell in the exe- 
cution of Maximilian and his loyal gen- 
erals at Queratero, what means these 
massive domes and mounted militia; 
these molten wails and countless 
spires and standing armies; these 
shrines and saints and bayonetted bat- 
talions, that meet the eye at every 
turn in Mexico? 

Every bacienda has its church and 
force of frocked friara; every village 
its scores of chapels and stationed 
troops; every city its hundreds, thous- 
ands of sable- robed priests and sabre- 
sheathed sentinels, Long before the 
dawn, and away into the wee bours of 
the night, silver bells in star-lit towers 
call the credulous crowds to mumbled 
masses, mystical vespers, and never- 
ending evening song. Witn bare, 


, bended knees on the cold, gray stones, 


misguided multitudes perform their 
daily devotions, while satin-robed, 
jewel-adorned padres, but a few feet 
away, kneel ou velvet cushions, or 
drink from gold and silver chalices, 
and superintend the ceremony. 

Many churches throughout the Re- 
public are undergoing repairs at ex- 
travagant cost. The Cathedral at 
Puebla, a most magnificent edifice, 
but one among a city of churches, 
is being renovated and repaired at 
an expense of $40,000. | 

The grand Cathedral of the capital 
bas five naves, six altars and fourteen. 
chapels. The high altar is one of the 
richest. in the world, and contains 
candlesticks, chalices, cruets, censers 
and crosses of solid gold encrusted 
with precious stones. Statues of 
marble and onyx are studded with 
sapphires, rubies, amethysts and em- 
eraids. Thestatue of the Assumption is 
of gold, ornamented with diamonds, 
and is said to have cost $1,090,000. 
The glory of the cupola, virgin and 
sainte were painted by celebrated ar- 
tists. Enter the Cathedral at any time 
and before these costly shrines may be 
seen the wealth and beauty of Mexico, 
side by side with the filthy lepero, the 
ragged Indian, beggars, burro-drivers 


, poultry-dealers with their coops ot 


2 chickens—all devoutly kneel- 
pg. 
And what potent power, what gov- 
ernmental authority has again placed 
this heavy burden of church and stand- 
ing army upon the toiling millions? No 
better answer could be given than the 
mention of an historical event, cele- 
brated with military pomp and cere- 
— on the 26th of December, when a 
reclamation by Bando was made, 
ereby abolishing the limitation of the 
Presidency, which makes it possible 
for Gen. Diaz to hold his position as 
chief ~agistrate of this republic dur- 
ing lite. 
Are these the principles implanted 
by the patriot Morelos? sung by the 
poet Ramirez? established by the 
statesman Juarez? Are these the 
fruits of victories won by those san- 
daled soldiers who came down from 
their mountain fastnesses to confront 
the imperial army at Puebla, who 
fought and gained the battle of free- 
dom, wrested their fair country from 
foreign invasion, and replaced the em- 
biem of liberty upon the dome of their 
national capitol? 
Where now are the forces of Diaz? 
the willing warriors of Juarez? At 
mass before daybreak, among thieves, 
fakirs, lottery-venders and beggars 
day; in noisome nooks and 
neglected niches by night. Homeless, 


shoeless, shelteriess, priest-ridden, 
poverty-cursed, helpless, hopeless, 
densely ignorant, many of them 


maimed and incurably diseased, they 
re a living libel to the name of 
rty. 

Never, in the palmiest days of impe- 
rialism, it is safe to assume, could the 
prestige of the clergy have been more 

nounced than at the present time. 
Feen the most ardent advocates of the 
liberal cause are forced to acknowledge 
that republicanism in Mexico is but a 
name, that notwithstanding the tocsin 
of alarm so eloquently sounded by the 
silver-tongued Mateos and bis associ- 
ates, she is swiftly, surely drifting into 
the crafty toils of the Vatican. 

There is little here to remind an 
American that he is treading a soil 
dedicated to liberty, equality and 


fraternity; still less to have 
seemingly justified the timely 
aid rendered in national need 


by her sister republic over the Rio} 


Grande. Every branch of business or
